A Disastrous System. 


LoNDON, Sept. 1.—In the course of the 
Board of Trade inquiry. into the burning at 
sea of the National Line steamer Egypt, some 
interesting testimony has been given as to 
the causes of such occurrences. An insurance 
expert testified that there were records of 
seventy-seven fires similar to that which de- 
stroyed the Egypt.

THE START. 

About 1:15 o’ clock the procession began to 
move, headed by the Grand Marshal and a 
quad of mounted police under Sergt. Purcell. 
As the line movea north on Twelfth 
street the various divisions fell in behind.

The painters and 
decorators were the only organizations, 
however, to appear in anything like a 
complete uniform. Their costumes were 
composed of white duck shirts and overalls, 
and black and white-striped belts and soft 
felt hats of alight color. They presented 
quite a pretty appearance and were greeted 
with applause at various places along 
the line of march. They had not «traveled 
very far when the irrepressible ‘‘Urazy’’ 
Ward, who is himself a painter by trade, fell 
in line tn front of the division and proceeded 
to make more noise than any- 
body. Just behind the painters came 
the whiteners and they all wore soft felt hats 
of a light color and white linen shirts without 
coats or vests. A great many people were 
gathered in the streets wherever the proces- 
sion passed.

SENATOR SHERMAN’S AMENDMENT TQ THE 
TARIFF BILL, 


Provisions fer Establishing Trade Relations 
With Canada—Senator Blair Talks About 
Labor Day—Cengressman Wade Not De- 
cided to Bea Candidate for Re-Election 
—Frank Hatten’s Illness—Washiagton 
News, 


WasHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 1.—Senator Sher- 
man presented the following to the Senate to- 
day which, he said, he would offer as an 
amendment to the tariff bill at the proper 
time: 

That whenever it shall be certified to the 
President of the United States that the 
Government of the Dominion of Canada shall 
ty law or regulation admit free of duty into 
all ite ports coal mined in the United States, 
he shall make prociamation of that fact and 
thereafter, while such law or regulation is in 
force, coal mined in the Domin- 
ion of Canada, shall be admitted 
free of duty into all the ports of 
the United States; and whenever it shall be 
duly certified to the President of the United 
States thatthe Government of the Dominion 
of Canada have deciared a desire to 
enter into such commercial arrange- 
ments with the United States as will 
result in the complete and partial removal of 
duties upon trade between Canada and the 
United States, he shall appoint three Commis- 
sioners to meet those who may de 
designated to represent the Gov- 
ernment of Canada to consider the best 
method of extending the trade relations be- 
tween Canada and the United States and to 
ascertain on what terms greater freedom of 
intercourse between the two countries can 
best be secured, and said com- 
missioners shail report to the President 


who shall lay the report before Congress, and 
the necessary expenses of the commissioners 
appointed by the President, including their 
compensation at the rate of $10 a day each for 
the time necessarily employed in said duty, 
shall be paid out of the appropriation for the 
collection of the customs revenue.

PRODUCING ARTIFICIAL . RAINFALL 


The Appropriation Made by Congress fer 
Interesting Experiments, 


New YORE, Sept. 1.—Col. D. T. Casper, who 
has been connected with the Signal Service 
since its foundation,early in the ‘‘seventies,’’ 
is at present stopping in this city. Talking 
of the service, he said last night: 

„A curious little clause was tacked to the 


appropriation bill while it was before the 
Senate and went through the legisiative mill 
innocently enough and is newalaw. It pro- 
vides that under the direction of the Foresty 
division of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, two thousand dollars shall be 
expended on experiments in the artificial pro- 
duction of rainfall. There are those who are 
disposed to make merry over this provision 
of one appropriation bill, but really there is 
nothing so very absurd sbout it. No doubt 
there is plenty of moisture in the atmosphere 
at all times if only it could be gathered in the 
right piace and be made to fall upon the 
earth. Man has accomplished as difficult 
things as that in the realm of applied 
science. Then why not that? It is not 
contemplated, however, to produce 
rainfall the slow growth 
of forests in the arid regions. The success of 
that method is still disputed. Under the new 
law itis proposed tofind out whether rain- 
fallcan’t be produced by electricity, dyna- 
mite explosions or other mechanical agen- 
cies. Taking the cue from the fact that heavy 
cannonading on s battie-field or Fourth of 
July celebration is followed by copious rains, 
the experimenters will work accordingly. 
The process of burning powder to produce 
rain has hitherto been too expensiye to 
warrant its general use, but possibly cheaper 
explosives will befound. It has been pro- 
posed among other things to attach twenty- 
five pounds of dynamite toa toy balloon and 
tnen send a fiock of such balloons in the air 
with lighted fuses attached, At any rate,’’ 
continued the Colonel, ‘‘one way or another, 
the arid lands of this country are bound to be 
brought under spiendid cultivation sooner or 
later. They comprise some of the most fer- 
tile soil on earth.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT, 


Sixty Carloads Sold at Auction in New York 
Last Week. 


NEW Tonk, Sept. 1.—Sixty carloads of fruit, 
mainly pears and peaches, were disposed of 
In this city by auction last week. Some of 
the sellers have recently adopted the plan of 
holding sales at the railroad stations in order 
to prevent the extra shaking which tender 
packages receive in cartage to auction-rooms. 
Selling under the hammer has become a 
necessity in the rush of supplies from 


the Coast. Throngs of retailers inspect 
samples and there is usually competition 
enough to secure fair prices. The street ven- 
ders, grocery and fancy fruit dealers or their 
agents form a motley assemblage at the sale- 
rooms and the ‘‘jumpers’’ will outbid the 
most stylish buyers, and especially those who 
have prosperous corner-building stands, 
which admit the purchase of long lines.

Peaches rule nigh, but when it is considered 
that canpers at the orchards are paying 4 and 
5 cents a pound for them it would seem that 
a reasonable amount comes East. Some of 
the crates contain dozens of peaches, each 
as large asa full-sized coffee-cup. The pub- 
lic prices obtained at wholesale last week 
were: Bartlett pears, $1.75 to $3.55 a box:

QUESTIONS TO BE CONSIDERED. 

The agreement between the Western lines 
terminates on September 9, and it is as yet un- 
certain whether or not it will be renewed. 
The meetings of tne association have hitherto 
been held in Chicago, but as the questions to 
be decided at the coming meeting principally 
concerned St. Louis pusiness, it was deter- 
mined to hold it in this city. This concession 
is regarded as significant that a change of 
rates favorable to St. Louisa will be made. The 
pressure on the railroads to secure better 
rates for St. Louis came not 
from within the association, but 
from the merchants of this city, 
and the buyers and shippers from the tribu- 
tary territory. For along time these com- 
plaints have been referred to the traffic asso- 
clations as it was claimed that the matter be- 
longed to them, but the St. Louis merehants 
have been so persistant in their demands that 
they have at last secured recognition. Those 


who have been pressing the matter upon the 
attention of the railroads state that Chicago 
has been ableto secure a large amount of 
business that properly belonged to this city, 
and would come here were conditions just. It 
is alleged and firmly believed that there hes 
been a heavy amount of cutting rates in favor 
of Chicago, although no cases have been 
proved.

‘ UNFAIR PASSENGER RATES. 

St. Louls wholesale dealers are Informed 
that certain roads have established agencies 
where large rebates are allowed on round trip 
tickets to Chicago, especially from points in 
Kansas, Southern Colorado and Northern 
Texas. The amount of business so secured is 
larger than one not acquainted with the 
circumstances would be inclined to believe. 
The railroads with Chicago connections are 
desirous of sending as many persons as possi- 
bie to the end of their line rather than to any 
intermediate. point and are equally anxious to 
secure the long haul In freight. The merchants 
of Galveston have been casting ali the 
influence they can command in favor of 
Chicago as against St. Louis, asin Southern 
Texas therivairy ofthe former city is not 
feared nearly as much as that of &t, Louis. 
There has, consequently, been strong opposi- 
tion to granting low rates of fare during the 
continuance of the Exposition and the Fair. 

4 LOW EXOURSION TARIFF. 

The attractions presented are sufficient to 
induce thousands to come to this city, who 
might otherwise go elsewhere, and as the 
season is a favorable one for laying in winter 
and late fall supplies, the issuance of a cheap 
round ticket would cause a great advance in 
the volume of trade. Hitherto the 
Chicago and Galveston influence has 
been strong enough to prevent low 
excursion rates from being given, but mer- 
chants are confident thatthe meeting to be 
held to-morrow will Inaugurate a new era. 
It is reported and generally believed that the 
visit of President Manvel of the Atchison on 
Saturday last bad for its prluefpal objects the 
arrangement of a low rate excursion schedule 
during the continuance ofthe Exposition ana 
Fair, and that this will be insisted on asa 
necessary condition of the continuance of the 
Western passenger agreement by those roads.

MISSOURI CROP BEPORTS, 


In &pite of Doleful Forecasts, the Corn 
Yield Is Nearly Up to the Average. 


Fifty-four correspondents of the State Board 
of Agriculture report as to the condition of 
the crops and the agricultural outlook gen- 
erally.

Elsewhere the 
soil is in good condition and plowing is being 
pushed. The acreage sown in wheat will be 
greater than last year. 

Pastures, corn and fruit improved very de- 
cidedly during the week. The indications are 
that with continued favorable conditions the 
corn crop will be nearly an average yield.

> CONFERENCE 18 LIKELY TO BE. 


the 8 Element Will Make a Great 
Effort te Control the Congress to Be 
Held Te-Day Trouble Ahead — Die- 
trust ef the Unionists—Seme Secialist 
Leaders—Labor Leaders Losing Ground.

tember 1. Ter. a long time the congress has 
been one of the principal events of the year; 
the most interesting—from the practical point 
of view—of the crop of congresses which in 
England the first month of autumn brings 
forth. It is reported by the press and re 
garded by the public as giving definite and 
authoritative expression to the wishes and 
feelings Of organized labor. The impending 
congress is regarded with enhanced inter- 
terest because it is delleved that it will prove 
a turning point in the fortunes of. trade 
unionism and in the progress ot labor 
organisation. For the Socialists intend re- 
newing the battle for supremacy in the Con- 
gress which was begun at Sweden last year, 


and to thatend have been busily preparing. 
With many good people in England it has 
been continually a source of satisfaction that 


the unions have kept free from Socialistic 


doctrine; they are now wondering with much 
concern how long the unions will escape the 
contamination. 

The rise of Socialism in the councils of trade 
unions is, of course, almost a thing of yester- 
day, and it has been brought about by the in- 
troduction of new men, not—at least, 
any extent—by the conversion of the old, 


Until the last few years, English Socialists 
whose slow 
methods and moderate doctrines they cast 
of course, a 


held aloof from the unions, at 


many asneer. There were, 
few ‘individual Socialists in the ranks of the 
Unionists and in course of time some 
of these conceived a shrewder policy. Hither- 
to Unionism bad been almost entirely con- 
Aned to skilled labor; the workman whose 
capital was only the strength of his sinews 
and the power of his muscies had had no part 
in ite creation, no voice in its policy and on- 
ly a small share in ite result. It was among 
e democracy of labor, as compared with the 
TRAINED MECHANICS 
and artisans who are said to form its aristoc- 
racy, that the seeds of Socialism could be 
sown with the promise of a 
rich harvest. It the day laborers 
and other disunited classes of work 
people could be organized int unions, if their 
voice could be heard at the Congress, it was 
thought that a good stroke of socialistic pol- 
icy would be effected. A few enthusiasts set 


themeelves to this task and were successful 
to some extent. In this way Mr. Lewis Lyons 
became prominent as the organizer of the 
tailors. But it was the triumph of John 
Burns, who, since first entering as an engi- 
neer had been a member of the Amalgamated 
Society of Engineers, as the leader of the 
dock strike t thas: Rignalized the success of 
the Socialists’ new departure. As the 
direct result of the strike there came into be- 

ing the Dock Laborers’ Union, which now 
numbers 50,000 members and has an income of 
£500 a week. As its indirect result, a legion of 
other-organizations hive been formed, en- 
listing large classes of men who had h itherto 
been beyond the pale of unlonisn. It isto 
this reserve force that Socialism looks as a 
means of capturing trade unioniém and which 
will doubtiess make itself felt more or less ef- 
at Liverpool. 

In point of numbers the power loom weav- 
ers appear to be stron t, with , the 
engineers coming next with about the same 
membership as the Dock Laborers’ Union, 
Durham Miners’ 
Union musters about 45,000, and Carpenters 
and Joiners’, 26,000. 

At the end of 1889 it was reported by the 
Registrar of N Societies that there 
were 288 unions, but it is estimated by Mr.

It seemed easy to 
run the market up on the shorts, but when the duy- 
ers undertook to sell out they broke it more rapidiy 
than they advanced it. The result was a very weak 
closing at bottom prices for the day.

THE 06 DEMOCRATIC LEADER TO 
COME TO MISSOURI. 


He Makes a Preposition tothe State Com- 
mittee Which Will Be Accepted—Chair- 
man Maffitt’s Efforts to Get Campaign | 
Orators—An Eighth District Committee- 
man Resigns—Political Matters. 


The Missouri Democracy will have an op- 
portunity during the coming campaign to 
hear ex-Gov. John M. Palmer on this side of 
the Mississipp!. Gov. Palmer has expressed 
his willingness to make three or 
four speeches in Missouri with the 
understanding that the Democratic Commit- 
tee of the State will give bim some assistance 
in his campaign for the United States Senator- 
ship. At the meeting of the State Democratic 
Com mittee, Saturday, a letter from 
Gen. Palmer was read, announcing 
his willingness to make some 
speeches in this State. He stated that there 
were three or four eloquent Missouri Dem- 
ocrats whose services he desired to enlist in 
his campaign. He proposed that it he could’ 
get one or more of them to participate in the 
Iilinois campaign, he would find 
time to make some speeches in 
Missouri. The members of the committee 
applauded when the letter was read and all 
expressed themselves in favor of securing 
Gen. Palmer’s services by all means. Gen. 
Palmer did not mention the Democrats he re- 
ferred to in his letter, but the conclusion 
was reached that Senator Vest was one of the 
three or four. 

600 S@EAKERS PROMISED. 

Chairman Mafitt, who returned from New 
York too late to attend the meeting of the 
committee Saturday, said this morning that 
he was heartily in favor of hav- 
ing Gen. Palmer speak in the State 
campaign. ‘‘While I was in Washington, 
he said, ‘‘I conferred with Senator Vest and 
other of the leading Democrats of Missouri to 
ascertain when they can getaway to partici- 
pate in the campaign. My interview was very 
satisfactory andlexpect to see them here 
by the middie of the month. Wwe 
will through their ald and 


cc-operation secure the assistance of some 
distinguished Eastern and Southern speakers, 

and lalso expectto see Senator Voorhees in 
the State long enoughto deliver a speech or 
two. He has a campaign of his own on hand 
and we cannot be unreasonable in our de- 
mandson him. There will be plenty of good 
speakers to sound the merits of our ticket 
and platform.

Will Nominate To-Morrow. 

The Tenth District Republicaw Congression- 
al Convention will be held to-morrow at De 
Soto and it will determine in short order 
whether or not Congressman Kinsey is to 


make another race for Congress. 
The interest in this convention 
is very strong among Republicans 
and Democrats alike and all indications point 
to a large gathering in De Soto to-morrow. 
Mr. Kinsey’s avowed opponents are Richard 
Barthold, member of the School Board 
from the Sixth District and editor 
of Die Tribune, and Charles Heequem- 
bourg, superintendent of the car service 

ofthe Missouri! Pacific system. Senator Mo- 
Ginnis has been frequently mentioned, but 
deciined to participate in the race for the 
nomination. The convention will be excit- 
ing, as there are several contesting 
delegations which will clamor for ad- 
mission, and the disposition of these 
contests will haye a very important 
bearing on the result. One of the hottest con- 
tests the convention will have to decide will 
come from thé Thirteenth Ward or what is 
better known as Carondelet. Two delegations 
have been elected, these representing the 
Kinsey and anti-Kinsey sentiment. The 
delegation elected at the meet- 
ing calied by Acting Congréssional 
Committeeman Starkloff is straight out for 
Kinsey, while the other is split up between 

Hecquembourg and Barthold. The Starkloff 
delegation will present credentials signed by 
the acting committeeman, and it Kinsey has a 
majority aside from the contested seats, it will 
be admitted. If, on the other band, the. 
Heequembourg and Barthold forces have the 
advaptage,tne Starkloff delegation will not be 

received. Feeling runs high among the Car- 
ondelet politicians and between the two fac- 
tions the-convention will de enlivened to a 
considerable extent. 

Mr. Kinsey’s friends claim to-day that his 
chances are as good asthe best, They count 
on a large majority of the delegates from 
Perry, Iron, Madison, Ste. Genevieve, Rey- 
nolds, Washington, St. Francois and Jefferson 
Counties, and the seven votes from the Thir- 


teenth Ward. 

Barthold followers are bal as 
confident. ‘hey claim uis 
County, a large majority of the 
delegates from the Fitth, . Seventh, 
Ninth, Eleventh, Thirteenth and Twenty- 
third wards and anumber of votes from the 
lower counties. 

Mr. Hecquembourg’s friends expect to draw 
enough votes to prevent the nomination of, 
either Kinsey or Barthold. In that event 
they will try to have their choice nominated 
as a compromise, 

ihe opposition to Kinsey is largely due to 
the Federal patronage disbursed in his dis- 
trict. There were a number of candidates for 
every office and the disappointed applicants 
are now out with 2 scalping knives look - 
ing for reven One of the bitterest 
anti- Kinsey lea ere in the district Is Ira B. 
Warner of St. Louis County. He was a can- 
didate for the United States Marshalship and 
his frlonds claim that Mr. Kinsey did not live 
up to his promise to assist him in his race. 
Another of the most pronounced 
anti- Kinsey Republicans is Dr. ‘ 
B. 8. Reber of Carondelet. He 
has served seversi terms in the Leyislatvre 
and has been active in politics for years. The 
Filley strikers generally are opposed to his 
renomination, because of his per- 
sistent refusal to indorse d, 
Ole Man’’ forthe post-office. Whether they 
can muster sufficient votes to defeat him ro- 
mains to be seen. The delegates from the 
counties are uninstructed and Kinsey’s 
friends say thatthis means that the county 
delegates will stand to him in the convention,
